Following is Mr. Bassett's letter to 
Mr. Nichols: 

“Zoning regulations are an invoca- 
tion of the police power. The city 


must be granted the particular powers 


by the legislature. They must relate 
to health, safety, morals and the gen- 


eral weifare. The court in the Forest 


Park case appeared to me to say that 
under circumstances that have no rela- 
tion to the police power, a lawful busi- 


ness (not a nuisanee, per se] cannot, 
be prevented after a date while the 


same business is permitted if carried 


on before the date. I guess the court

Perplex the Courts. 


These dreadful examples of zoning 
naturally perplex the courts. They 
come befgre judges not informed on 
modern comprehensive zoning, the 
briefs often cite nuisante cases only 
it is no wonder thatthe courts make 
their decisions broader than necessary.
